Following on the heels of the Supreme Court’s 
ruling in favor of gay marriage, Chicago’s 46th 
annual Pride Pride stepped off at noon Sun- 
day and was expected to draw 1 million people 
along the 3-mile parade route. 

On Friday, the nation’s highest court ex- 
tended to same-sex couples the right to marry 
nationwide. The decision was a crowning vic- 
tory to the gay rights movement, setting off a 
jubilant cascade of long-delayed weddings in 
states where they had been forbidden. 

The ruling will put an end to same-sex mar- 
riage bans in the 14 states that still maintain 
them, and provide an exclamation point for 
breathtaking changes in the nation’s social 
norms in recent years. 

“No longer may this liberty be denied,” Jus- 
tice Anthony Kennedy said. 

The vote was narrow— 5-4—but Kennedy’s 
majority opinion was clear and firm: “The 
court now holds that same-sex couples may 
exercise the fundamental right to marry.”

usually motorized, vehicle users, nor do riders 
think of themselves that way. A person who 
would never run a red light while driving a car 
doesn’t give it a second thought on a bicycle. 

Cyclists often fall back on the “one less 
car” hooey, that a cyclist would be driving a 
car so drivers should appreciate his or her 
presence on the road. Bikes don’t pollute and 
don’t take up parking spaces, so cyclists think 
drivers should be happy when they see one.

From riding the CTA to attending a Bears game at 
Soldier Field, there seem to be plenty of reminders 
around Chicago instructing residents and visitors 
that if they “see something, say something.” 

But not everyone abides by that.

Take the May attack on the CTA’s Red 
Line, when a woman fought off an attacker in 
an attempted sexual assault—as a passenger 
boarded the train and left without helping 
her. The crime sparked outrage and prompted 
conversation about what bystanders should 
do if they witness a crime. 

When confronted with a crisis, some wit- 
nesses become so-called good Samaritans, 
feeling a moral obligation to intervene or call 
for help. Others do nothing, out of fear of 
retaliation or putting their own lives at risk, 
among other reasons. 

Sometimes, witnesses don’t come to the aid 
of people in emergencies because of a social psy- 
chological phenomenon called the “bystander 
effect,” according to criminology experts. 

The “bystander effect” happens for three 
reasons, according to Arthur Lurigio, psy- 
chology and criminal justice professor at 
Loyola University Chicago: 

¢ Diffusion of responsibility, meaning that 

an individual thinks that because there 
are multiple witnesses, somebody else 
will call for help 
¢ Social inhibition, which boils down to the 
fear of misunderstanding the situation 
and getting embarrassed for intervening 

¢ Pluralistic ignorance, which plays into 
the assumption that the situation doesn’t 
require intervention because nobody else 
is taking action. 


Lurigio considers the situation that played 
out on the CTA—particularly the bystander’s 
lack of action—“unusual.” Research has sug- 
gested that the smaller the number of people 
who witness an emergency, the more likely 
someone is to respond or come to the victim’s 
aid. 

“Given what we know about the bystander 
effect, given the ready availability of phones, 
given the ready availability of another means 
to call for help, this is an unusual case in the 
sense the person did nothing,” he said. 

If a person intervenes, he has a greater risk 
of getting attacked than if he had done noth- 
ing, but the likelihood is greater of the attack- 
er fleeing, Lurigio said. Simply calling for help 
requires minimal involvement and minimal 
risk, particularly in the CTA attack, he said. 

“Let’s say he was fearful, he could have 
dialed 911 or hit a panic button or notified 
somebody else who was in the subway that 
there was an attack,” Lurigio said. “The situa- 
tion and all the perimeters begs the question 
of why this person did nothing.” 

Failing to report a crime or failing to inter- 
vene is not a crime in itself, according to the 
Cook County state’s attorney’s office. 

“The major exception to this in Illinois is 
where a responsible adult fails to intervene 
to protect a child being victimized where the 
responsible adult, generally a parent, knows 
of the danger and fails to protect,” said Sally 


Daly, a spokeswoman for the prosecutor’s of- 
fice. 

Some people feel compelled to act, as was 
the case with Ray Pulido, whose instincts 
kicked in last month when he saw a man 
knock a woman to the ground in Lakeview 
and take off with her purse. Pulido and his 
two Peoples Gas co-workers chased down the 
thief and cornered him in a parking lot, and 
the man was arrested, police said. 

“When the incident happened in front of 
us, it was a natural reaction for me,” said Pu- 
lido, 22, who lives in Logan Square. 

Afterward, he said his mother told him it 
was a brave act yet a foolish one because the 
purse-snatcher could have had a weapon. 
He said she asked, “Is a woman’s purse really 
worth a trip to the morgue?” 

But Pulido said it happened so fast that he 
didn’t think about it. 

“If somebody needs help, you go help,” he 
said. 

Chicago Police advise witnesses of a crime 
to never pursue an assailant but to instead 
call 911 immediately and remain on the scene 
when possible. 

But some people choose not to get involved 
at all because they want to avoid testifying 
on the case in court or they fear the alleged 
criminal would find out where they live and 
retaliate against them, said Chuck Sczuroski, 
master trainer at the National Crime Preven- 


Why would a witness not help someone in 
an emergency? Possibly because of this 
social psychological phenomenon, which 
happens for three reasons: 


Diffusion of responsibility 

The witness thinks that because there are 
multiple other witnesses, somebody else will 
call for help. 


Social inhibition 

The witness is afraid of misunderstanding 
the situation and getting embarrassed for 
intervening. 


Pluralistic ignorance 

The witness assumes that the situation doesn't 
require intervention because nobody else is 
taking action.

tion Council in Washington, D.C. 

One way law enforcement is trying to com- 
bat the lack of involvement, he said, is by en- 
couraging use of anonymous crime reporting 
sites including wetip.com and crimestoppers 
usa.com, as well as apps like ICE BlackBox, 
which allows users to call 911 and record video 
to send to police. 

Chicago Police have created the TXT2TIP 
program for people to anonymously submit 
tips via text or online. 

In addition to reporting the crime, Sc- 
zuroski stressed the importance of being a 
good witness. 

“Part of being a good witness is to con- 
sciously at the moment the incident is hap- 
pening to look at something unique—a scar, 
type of earring, tattoo—something that 
makes that person stand out, that would be 
easily noticeable for law enforcement,” Sc- 
zuroski said. 

Instead of describing clothes, like sweat- 
shirts, which can easily be turned inside out, 
focus on physical characteristics that are hard 
to change quickly, such as hair or eye color, 
hairstyles such as ponytails, facial hair, a limp 
and even sneakers, which are unlikely to get 
ditched, he said. 

“Sometimes, the best thing you can do is be 
a good witness,” Sczuroski said.

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There will come a day in Blackhawks fans’ lives when there 
will be no Jonathan Toews, no Patrick Kane, no Corey Craw- 
ford, no Marian Hossa. 

Oops, sorry, didn’t mean to freak out all of Chicago like 
that. Those guys aren’t going anywhere for years. But some- 
day there will be new Hawks who ideally will have just as 
much success as they have. 

To that end, the franchise drafted seven players this week- 
end: left wing Graham Knott, defenseman Dennis Gilbert, 
defenseman Ryan Shea, right wing Radovan Bondra, right 
wing Roy Radke, defenseman Joni Tuulola and right wing 
John Dahlstrom.

» 46 percent would be opposed to either the 
aforementioned proposal or a local Olympics.

brand is incredibly strong in the United States, 
and it’s one of the reasons that we decided to 
bid for the 2024 Games,” U.S. Olympic Com- 
mittee spokesman Patrick Sandusky said. 

But the nationwide numbers do not echo 
what’s happening in Boston, where the effort 
to host the 2024 Olympics has hit a number of 
roadblocks. Approval ratings around the city 
have been grim—well under 50 percent—and 
a referendum has been set up for next No- 
vember. If that vote doesn’t win in both the 
city and the state, organizers have vowed to 
pull the bid, even though the official deadline 
to declare a city’s candidacy is this September. 

A backup plan could be to consider Los 
Angeles.

movie! You guys have to see this!” And | couldn't 
have been older than 9 years old, and they had 
to turn it off and come and sit me down in the 
kitchen and have a serious talk about what this 
was and why | was watching. ‘Cause it’s just so, 
you know—have you seen “The Road Warrior”? 


Ihave. 

Oh my God. | just watched it recently; | hadn’t 
seen it in years. | couldn’t believe how violent it 
was. 


What were they saying to you? 

Just, you know, “We're concerned that this is 
what you enjoy watching.” But | loved it. Oh my 
God, | loved that movie.

Yeah. You see it in the eyes. If the eyes are saying 
something different than the mouth, then you 
need to start second-guessing their agenda, | 
guess. 


I'm always fascinated by the intangibles 

that allow certain people to relate to others.

And | don’t remember which 
came first. 


Achicken or the egg situation. 

It’s funny, when you spend so much of your time 
doing something, like playing a character on 
television, you forget which is you and which is 
the [character]. It was really weird. | genuinely 
don’t know where it came from.
